Judge Harper Says ‘He Got $5000 
From Vaughan for Campaign Fund 


Tells of Conference. in Washington Which 
Discussed Raising Money for 1946 Fight— 
Group Collected $15, 000. 


United States District ‘Solus ‘Sorc 
W. Harper said today he received 
“at least .$5000” in Democratic 
campaign contributions from Maj. 
Gen. Herry H. Vaughan late in 
1946. 

Judge Harper related that in 
October, 1946, he attended a lunch- 
con in Washington with 
10 or 12” other persons, i 
Gen. Vaughan. disc 
raising money for the November, 
1946, political campaign, he re- 
called, 

Later, this group of fund-raisers 
coljected about $15,000, Judge 
Harper said, and $5000 of that 
tot:! was given to him by Gen. 
Vaughan. 

Some of the money was from 
Missouri contributors and the rest 
from residents of other states, he 
related. The money was 
over-to Charles Strong of Macon, 
campaign treasurer, 

-“{T told Cance Poole, publicity 
director of the campaign,” Judge 
Harper said, “that this money 
must be reported to the state and 
national Democratic committees. 

“I was told later that the con- 


tributions were reported. A great | 1946, 


many of the contributions were in 
cash. 

“Names of the donors were nut 
known to me at the time, or hod 
escaped me, but all were reported 
by name later.” 

Judge Harper was Democratic 
state chairman in 1946. 

Gen. Vaughan testified yester- 
day at the Senate subcommittee 
hearing in Washington that he 
had turned over to the Missouri 
Democratic organization about 
$3000 received from William Helis, 

race track owner, and $2000 from 
John Maragon. However, Treas- 
urer Strong’s report on campaign 
seatributions, filed with the Cole 
County recorder at Jefferson City 
Nov. 23, 1946, does not show either

In Putney Will 


Causes Dispute 


Anim al Protective 


Praises Bequest—Humane Society 
Man Dissents. 


Association Founder 


The will of Leonard D. Putney, 
who left about half his $200,000 
estate to the Animal Protective 


Association of Missouri to encour- 
age sterilization of household pets, 
has caused a sharp difference of 
opinion between the founder of 
that group and an official of the 
Humane Society of Missouri, 
which was bequeathed $10,000, it 
was learned today. 

Mrs. L. M. Megginson, founder 
of the Animal Protective Associa- 
tion, which is the old Hum So- 
ciety of St. Louis County said 
Putney’s bequest was “just about 
the finest thing” he could have 
done. “We've had many conversa- 
tions on this subject in the last 
five years,” she said. “We saw 
eye-to-eye on sterilization. It’ll 
help cut down the number of 
strays and, besides, sterilized dogs 
make the best pets.” 

R. Forder Buckley, attorney and 
secretary of the Humane Society 
rad Missouri, held a different opin- 
on. 

“The purpose of our society,” he 
said, “is.to foster the normal 
breeding and cdre of animals. 
Sterilization has nothing to do 
with this purpose except to nullify 
it. A dog with its puppies is a part 
of the American scene. Every boy 
should have a dog.” 


A third interested party is Put- 
ney’s widow, Mrs. Amelia Putney, 
who was left “whatever she may 
be entitled to as a matter of law, 
provided we are married at the 
time of my death.” 

“I’m going to exercise my dower 
rights to one-half the estate,” she 
said, “and wait and see what hap- 
pens to the other half.” 

Mrs. Putney, who lives in a 
modest apartment at 5111A Del- 
mar boulevard, over a tavern, said 
her husband was greatly inter- 
ested in dogs and cats and pets 
of all kinds. They have a 10-year- 
old blind fox terrier, “Spotty,” and 
three cats. The animals have been 
sterilized. 

Two years ago Mrs. Putney sued 
to enjoin her husband from trans- 
ferring 10 parcels of city real 
estate, in which she claimed half 
interest, to a trust fund for the 
National Anti-Vivisection Society 
of Chicago. ‘The suit still is pend- 
ing. 

Putney, a roofing contractor, 
noted in his will that it was his 
belief “breeders, licensed by the 
states, should be the only per- 
sons who should have unsterilized 
household pets, which could be 
used by them for breeding pur- 
poses.” He also. directed that per- 
sons should be encouraged “not 
to waste money on burials.”

The board announced late yesterday that John A. Stephens, vice 
president of the United States Steel Corp., as spokesman for a com- 
mittee of the steel industry, had informed it mediation would be 
acceptable only on a company-by-company basis. 
Board Chairman Carroll Daugherty said, would be physically impos- 


sible. 


The CIO Steelworkers’ Union, 
which precipitated the fact-find- 
ing alternative to use of Taft- 
Harfley labor law injunctions, had 
withheld its response to the medi- 
ation proposal until a reply was 
received from the companies. 

Daugherty told reporters the 
board, after hearing from the com- 
panies, had withdrawn its media- 
tion suggestion, and had so in- 
formed the union. 

The union is seeking a fourth 
postwar wage “package” increase 
of 30 cents an hour, including 
wages “currently payable”; wages 
“deferred for pension” and a sys- 
tem of life, health and sickness in- 
surance. 

The companies’ counter-proposal 
of company-by-company media- 
tion, rather than industry-wide 
mediation, Daugherty said, would 
have required the board to go into 
about 30 situations. That figure 
of 30 was clarified later by another 
board member, Samuel I. Rosen- 
man, in response to a question by 
this reporter. 

Rosenman said the figure of 30 
did not take into account individ- 
ual operating subsidiaries of the 
big steel companies; that others 
had not appeared before the 
board, and that as to others there 
had been an agreement that they 
would abide by. whatever settle- 
ment is finally reached. There 
are about 60 companies with 
which the union has a dispute. 

“The board has come to the con- 
clusion,” said Chairman Daugher- 
ty, referring to the company-by- 
company mediation sugestion, 
“that such a task would be phys-

In his first day before Senate 
investigators, Maj. Gen.. ry Vaughan did not 
demonstrate exactly what a presidential military 
aide igs supposed to accomplish.

‘No high crimes were laid to the White House 
assistant. Vaughan's ‘recollection failed to de- 
velop any personal benefits resulting from his 


diverse activities in general merchandise. But. 


the General’s own words characterize him as an 
official with a vague conception of public office. 

Vaughan conceded that he aided a European 
trip for a perfume company (nothing extra- 
ordinary about it). He admitted accepting seven 
deep freezers for various officials from the same 
company (only an expression of friendship). He 
stated that he intervened to help get rationed 
materials for a race track (just for a friend). 

He also said that he helped John Maragon, a 
five-percenter with a perfume account, and rec- 
ommended him for an official mission (but he 
was another old friend and a “very energetic 
individual”). Above all, Vaughan managed to 
recall that Maragon gave him $2000 for Truman's 
1946 campaign, (but the General turned the 
money over to a campaign manager). 

What is remarkable about this catalogue of 
admissions is not just Vaughan’s actions, but his 
excuses for what he did. These indicate a fool- 


ish reliance on friendship and a complete ignor- 


ance of political discretion. The uncritical use 
of influence always tends to arouse suspicion. 
And suspicion should never be brought near the 
White House, ; 

Vaughan best described himself when he told 
why he'tried to explain away the now famous 


' deep freezers as factory rejects, which they were 


not. “Some friends of mine who I had originally 
intended to do a good turn for were being em- 
barrassed,” he said, “and I did not want my 
friends to be embarrassed.” 

It might be assumed that Vaughan distin- 
guishes sincere gifts from questionable ones in 
terms of retail and wholesale prices. If he also 
seriously thinks of himself as a good fellow 
doing good turns for other good fellows, he is 
certainly not thinking of official good conduct. 

As for saving anyone from embarrassment, 
Vaughan has used his offices to do the opposite. 
Last year he embarrassed the White House by 
gratuitously adopting the title of “Chief Armed 
Forces Aide.” His generalship seems to have 
been employed on such occasions as when James 
V. Hunt asked him for tickets to an Army foot- 
ball game. While “Coordinator of Veterans’ Af- 
fairs,” Vaughan aided racetrack constriction 
though veterans were hunting for housing.

But on the other hand, Congress developed a 
more critical attitude toward AEC expenditures. 
Henceforth, it will look a little mote closely at 
the purposes for which the commission wants 
money. Its members now know that such items 
as a gas line to Oak Ridge need not be shrouded 
in mysterious secrecy. Their cost may be ques- 
tioned just ‘ike the cost of any routine item. 

Also as a result of the hearings, the AEC may 
be expected to be somewhat more careful about 
the screening of prospective employes. This de- 
sire for security, however, was hardly served by 
demanding loyalty oaths in connection with AEC- 
sponsored research fellowships which have noth- 
ing to do with atomic secrets. These oaths are 


resented on principle by some men whose serv- — 


ices the commission probably ought to have. 
And, of course, no saboteur or spy will be 
stopped by an oath, 

In due course, a report will be issued by the 
Joint Committee on Atomic Energy. No doubt, 
it will point up the results of the 44 days of 
hearings in more detail. But it will be worth 
while if it does no more than to suggest that the 
time has come, as the Washington Post puts it, 
“to substitute a friendly scrutiny for harassment 
so that the AEC can get on with its job.”

We don’t like Mickey Cohen, or any mob- 
ster, or any of the participants in the cur- 
rent wave of mobsterism which is preying 
upon the California community and men- 
acing the public welfare and safety. - 

Indeed, we take pride in being the co- 
agency, with the Los Angeles Times, that 
made known the operations of the syndi- 
cate whose large-scale dealings were de- 
tailed in the transcriptions of the wire- 
tapping system rigged in Cohen’s house. 

But the same evidence could have been 
obtained by legitimate, hard-hitting, intel- 


ligent police work, and the interests of the 


public would have been better served. As it 
is, the people of Los Angeles—and of the 
state and nation—have been given as 
much cause for fear in the method used 
against the mobsters, as they have in the 
mobsters themselves. ; | 

Wire tapping is sanctioned by no law in 
any circumstances; the Constitution guar- 
antees “the right of the people to be secure 
in their persons, houses, papers, and effects, 
‘against unreasonable séarches and sei- 
zure.” As an expediency for defense of the 
nation against wartime espionage, and for 
the apprehension of \kidnapers, the Depart- 
ment of Justice has occasionally resorted to 
wire tapping with public acquiescence. But 
the public has shunned propositions to 
cover even these extrems cases with a 
stamp of prior approval. 

The stealthy: installation of listening de- 
vices in the construction of Cohen’s home 
is the most flagrant violation of decency 


and principle of which we have heard. 
Whatever else he may be, Cohen is an 
American citizen and entitled to the same 
treatment under the law as any other citi- 
zen. Wecan assume only that the officers 
responsible for wiring Cohen’s home con- 
sidered they had the right to wire any home 
they saw fit; not only to eavesdrop on 
Cohen but on anyone who happened to buy 
the house from Cohen, or on anyone deemed 
by the police to be a proper subject for 
eavesdropping. 

This sort of thing may be all right for 
Russia—the police do it there because they 
are the agents of a conspiratorial govern- 
ment that couldn’t survive if it relaxed 
ite perpetual policing of men’s minds, 


thoughts and private actions. There, it’s a 


frank conspiracy for the manipulation and 


enslavement of the masses. 


Over here, the police and the Govern- 
ment are still the servants of the people. 
But that relationship will continue only so 
long as the people assert their vested right 
of holding the police and Government in 
line. In wiring Mickey Cohen’s private 
residence, the Los Angeles police got far 
out of line, in a manner that should jar 
every citizen.

What Could Happen.

Billy’s trouble is that the 
waves of life, the troughs of dif- 
ficulty and the crests of suc- 
cess change him as the tides 
change a shoreline. 

When he assumed the manage- 
ment of the Cardinals in 1929, 
he was riding a crest of suc- 
cess. He was domineering, 
bossy, unreasonable with his 
players. The Cardinals that year 
were quickly out of hand, be- 
fore spring training ended, and 
Sam Breadon had to fire Billy 
back to the minors in mid-sea- 
son. 


A Great Manager and 
Three Straight Pennants. 

ILLY still remembered the 
B difficulties of that year when 
he returned as manager of 
the Cardinals in June, 1940. He 
was a different man. He was 
interested in each player’s wel- 
fare. He was the most consid- 
erate manager the Cardinals had 
ever had. They rallied around 
Billy and there were successive 
pennants in 1942, 1943 and 1944. 

Then after 1945 the Boston 
Braves tampered with South- 
worth, offering him a tremen- 
dous increase in salary and.Billy 
went to Boston. He did all right 
rebuilding the Braves, but the 
adulation of the Boston writers, 
who either adore you or take 
you apart, put Billy back on the 
success crest. It didn’t hurt so 
much until the Braves won the 
1948 pennant and Billy was 
given most of the credit by the 
press box analysts, who realized, 
especially after the world series, 
that the Braves weren’t much 
of a ball club. 

A story that was told and re- 
told during spring training gives 
in a nutshell what the success 
crest did to Southworth. 

Johnny Sain, 24-game winner 
for the 1948 Braves, was to be 
guest of honor at a Boston shin- 
dig. Before: the party, the mod- 
est Sain told Southworth, “I 
don’t know what to say when 
they call on me. I've never done 
anything like this. .What shall I 
say?” 

And Southworth’s counsel is 
said to have been something like 
this: “Be modest, Johnny. Be 
modest. Give the rest of the 
team a lot of credit for your 
winning those games. And GIVE 
ME SOME OF THE CREDIT.”

Popping-Bug Fishing 
Gives Tips on the Best Baits and 
How to Do ‘the Tricks. 


By Z. Lee Stokely 
Ozark Sportaman and Outdoors Writer. 


Stokely 


OPPING BUG fishing, once you become addicted to it, is about 


as hard to quit as—well, there is no positive cure. 


Whoever 


named it “popping bug” was almost as far off as the fellow who 
named “near beer” during the days of prohibition. 


To get the best results with a 
popping bug, the expert fisherman 
seldom “pops” his bug—that is, 
jerks it violently through the 
water—and he who can simulate 
the actual swimming motion of a 
bug which has fallen into the 
water will catch the most fish. It 
is a pleasure to watch an expert 
use these cork floaters. With the 
aid of the twitching of the fly rod 
and by the manipulation of the fly 
line with the fingers, he is able 
actually to reproduce the action of 
the spent insect as it falls into 
the water. 

The bug, handled by an experi- 
enced popping-bugger, will drop 
gently in the water in a deep 
swirl or possibly back of a sub- 
merged log or some other likely 
place. He will let the bug lie at 
rest for a few seconds and then 
cause it to make a few feeble 
strokes and jerkily start. swim- 
ming as if trying to escape its 
mortal enemy, Mr. Bronze-back 
Bass. If there is a bass lurking 
in the immediate vicinity, he will 
lazily swim toward the popping 
bug and eye it greedily until it 
shows signs of life. 

Watch for An Explosion! 

Usually, when the bug has made 
about three strokes an explosion 
takes place which will startle the 
amateur fisherman to about the 
Same extent as the novice hunter 
when a covey of quail first arose 
from under his feet. Quite often 
the bass will leap clear of the 
water in his eagerness to capture 
this choice morsel of food. That’s 


the time to set the hook—and 
hard! 

Hook-setting in popping-bug fish- 
ing is more difficult to master 
than in ordinary bait casting or 
wet fly fishing. It is a matter of 
only a split second that the bass 
will retain it in his mouth, and 
you must. do it then or else turn 
to the guide and say, “Wasn't he 
a dandy?” 

The distance of the boat from 
the shore in popping-bug fishing 
is of vital importance, The fisher- 
man is fishing with a surface bait 
and it is much easier for the fish 
to see or hear you than it is for 
him to see a small artificial 
morsel of food. The boat should 
be kept just as far out in the 
stream as the fisherman can pos- 
sibly cast his fly and still reach 
the bank with the lure. To fish 
too close to the shore or too far 
away from the shore for the fish- 
erman to, place the lure properly

and clown for 50 years, and witnessed almost 20 years of “final fare- 
well tours” to America, they seemed to expect him to settle down 


to a life of idleness. 


But Sir Harry usually assured them that he 


would carry on “to the end of the road.” 


“Honestly why should I retire?” 
he wrote in 1928. “I like my work. 
I never tire of it. . . . 1 seem 'to 
be singing all the time. . . . When 
Harry Lauder can sing no more 
there will be no more Harry 
Lauder.” 

Sir Harry, gravely ill in his 
native Scotland at 79, fulfilled his 
promise to himself by singing al- 
most to the last. During World 
War II, “the grand old minstrel,” 
as Winston Churchill called him, 
sang to thousands of service men, 
and when illness overtook him, he 
was planning another trip to 
America. One of the most widely 
known Scotsmen of all times, he 
typified the Highlander to most 
people, and millions who had 
never seen his native land felt af- 
fection for that country. because 
of him. 

“Singin’ makes ya cheery,” he 
liked to say, and it was apparently 
always so, although Sir Harry’s 
early beginnings were hardly the 
kind to promote cheeriness. He 
was born at Portobello, a mile or 
two from Edinburgh, on Aug. 4, 
1870, in a humble home, a mere 
“but-and-ben,” he described it in 
his autobiography, “Roamin’ in 
the Gloamin’.” His parents were 
“hard working, God-fearing folks, 
honest, independent, but always 
dreading the hour when disaster 
and hunger might assail them and 
their brood of weans.” . 

Harry was the oldest of seven 
and every year, another “wean” 
seemed to appear on the scene. A 
sort of infant nurse for the 
others, he was often wrapped in a 
plaid, which “contained not only 
me but a wee brother or sister 
unable to walk—I was a sort of 
gypsy mother with an infant 
strapped to me.” 

His father was John Lauder, a 
potter, proud of being a Lauder of 
Lauderdale and, more remotely, 
from the Bass Rock of pirate 
fame. He recalled his grand- 
father, over a few glasses of beer 
on Saturday night, boasting, 
“John, I’m a Lauder of the Bass. 
So are you! Never forget that 
you are a Lauder.” 

His mother was a MacLennan 
and it was the MacLennan tartan

that Sir Harry flipped on stages 
around the world. She was full 
of superstitions and had a never- 
stories about 
witches and fairies and. water- 
kelpies. From his parents and 
schooling, Harry acquired a 
grounding in Scottish history and 
pride. 

Harry’s early jobs were the 
usual childhood ones, tending pigs 
for a farmer, picking strawber- 
ries, caddying on the golf links, 
until he was 11 when his father 
died and he became the head of 
the family. As such, he became 
a “half-timer” in-the local mill. 
The law has since put a stop to 
this form of child labor but in 
that day it was common to have 
half-timers who put in one day 
at the mill, the next at a company 
operated school, and so on for six 
days each week. This job and 
another one, delivering news- 
papers, helped to kéep the family 


going.

UT in his spare time, he sang. 
R At his mother’s earnest request 

he joined the Band of Hope, an 
organization of boys who wore a 
blue ribbon to demonstrate their 
hatred of strong drink. He was 
not too sympathetic with their 
motives but loved the revival 
meetings where they sang, “Shall 
We Gather at the River?” and 
“Throw Out the Life Line.” It 
was at one of the Band of Hope 
meetings that young Harry took 
the floor and sang a ballad, “I’m 
a Gentleman Still.” In spite of 
the incongruity of the barefooted 
half-timer singing such a song, 
the audience applauded wildly and 
as had his first taste of adula- 
ion. 

From then on he entered local 
competitions, usually selling the 
prizes he won. He continued the 
custom in Hamilton, a coal-mining 
district in west Scotland where the 
family moved next, and where 
Harry went down into the colliery 
to work at 10 shillings a week, fol- 
lowed by~his brothers as soon as 
they reached the age of 12. Some 
of his mining friends encouraged 
his aspirations, including one Rab 
MacBeth. Years later, playing at

the Odeon Theater in St. Louis, 
Lauder went on the stage and a 
voice from the audience called out, 
“Come on, Harry, let them see 
what the wee collier laddie frae 
Hamilton can dae,” and there was 
his old friend Rab whom he had 
not seen in years. 

Children matured early in the 
mining districts and at 18 Harry 
fell in love with 14-year-old Annie 
Vallance, “Nance,” who was the 
love of his life. Once asked by an 
American journalist about the di- 
vorce problem, Sir Harry said, “I 
don’t know anything at all about 
divorce problems. I’ve been coming 
to the States for 20 years and I 
always bring the same wife with 
me.” They were married when 
Nance was 17 and had a one-day 
honeymoon in Glasgow viewing 
McLeod’s Wax Works. 

He continued to sing at focal 
concerts, his repytation as a singer 
and comedian spreading. Most of 
his pay was in medals and cheap 
prizes but finally someone paid 
him five shillings. He used his 
first pay to buy a strip of astra- 
khan for Nance to sew on his coat 
collar so he’d look like a “real 
artiste.” 

One day he saw an advertise- 
ment, “Comedian wanted for six 
weeks’ tour.” He applied, was ac- 
cepted, not only as comedian but 
baggage man, bill inspector, stage 
carpenter and check taker, all for 
35 shillings a week. The mine man- 
ager took a dim view of his leav- 
ing. 

“Harry, ma lad,” he said, “yer 
a guid miner and no a bad wee 
singer. I’m thinkin’ ye’ll be back 
in a week or two wi’ yer tail 
atween yer legs.” 

This prophesy proved right. He 
did come back only to leave again 
and come back again. Finally he 
made the choice between the 
bright lights and the black pits 
and the music halls won* In the 
autumn of 1896 he got an engage- 
ment with, Mr. Donald Munro’s 
North Concert Party and teamed 
up with: a_ violinist, Mackenzie 
Murdoch. He and Murdoch formed 
their own company which flopped, 
formed another which succeeded.

HAT really established him 

in England, however, was 

one song. One day he re 
ceived a letter from his. wife, 
opened it tenderly, and a by- 
stander remarked that he must 
certainly “love that lassie.” For 
weeks, “I Love A Lassie” went 
jingling through his mind. On 
opening night at the Glasgow 
Pantomime of 1905 he introduced 
it and sang it for three years 
“without a stop.” His records be- 
gan selling, not only like hotcakes, 
but like records, and his managers 
began talking about an American 
tour. He wired Nance asking if 
she’d go along. She wired back, 
“Book of Ruth, Chapter One, 
Verse Sixteen.” No Bible student, 
Harry had to hunt up, “Whither 
thou goest I will go.” 

The American trip was a great 
success and with Will Morris as 
his agent, Lauder.returned many 
times. Always a canny Scotsman 
financially he recalled that when 
Morris recorded the. night’s re- 


céipts, he would “keek over his 
shouther ... and what I saw made 
distinctly good reading.” 


Other honors followed, a royal 
command performance, world 
tours. Then in 1917 came the 
greatest tragedy of his life. His 
only child, Capt. John Lauder, was 
killed in action. At first Lauder 
felt he would never sing again. 
Then friends persuaded him to re- 
turn to his revue, “Three Cheers,” 
and although his first night back 
he choked over the words of one 
song (“When we all gather round 
the old fireside and the fond 
mother kisses her son”) and 
fainted after the performance, he 
was back to stay. When the revue 


ended, he went to the front line 
trenches, sang to other soldiers 
under fire.

‘FPTER the war hr was 
JA xzizntes but as Sir Harry, 

he was the same rollicking 
entertainer, singing, “Tobermory” 
and “Roamin’ in the Gloamin’.” 
His “farewell tours” went on year 
after year. In World War II, he 
was again singing to the soldiers, 
as he explained it, their favorite 
songs — “a song about home, a 


fighting song, and a love sorg.”. 
One reason for Sir Harry’s desire. 
for work and his restlessness was 


_loneliness. Unable to return to his 


home in Glen Branter because of 
“ghosts of John,” h> finally had a 
monument erected to his son there, 
and it was there that Lady Lauder 
was buried in 1927. As for him, 
he said his return home would be 
the final one. 

“When my time arrives to pass 
over,” he said, “I shall go to rest 
beside John’s monument on the 
top of the little hill up the Glen.” 

And so, in a matter of days— 
perhaps hours—Sir Harry, whose 
songs and laughter touched the 
hearts of millions over a long 
lifetime, will enter Eternity’s 
Highlands to be forever with his 
beloved son Johnny, and Nance, 
his own “bonnie, bonnie lassie.’
